even now are attached to poetry, though 
they certainly do not buy contemporary 
verse. How did the passion come to 
them? How long did it stay? When did 
the Muse say g»odby ? To myself poetry 
came with Sir Walter Scott, for one 
read Shakespeare as a child, rather in a 
kind'of drenm of fairyland and enchanted 
isles, than with any distinct conscious- 
ness that one was occupied with pootry. 


Next to Scott, with me, came Longfel- 


low, who pleased one as more reflective 
and tenderly sentimental, while the re- 
flections were not so deep as to be puz- 
zling. 1 remember how "Hiawatha" 
came out, when one was a boy, and how 
delightful was tho free forest life, and 
Mmnehaha and Paupukkcewis and No- 
koinis, One did not then know that the 
same charm, with a yet fresher tlew 
upon it, was to meet one later in the 
Kalewala. But at that time one had 
no conscious pleasure in poetic style, 
except in such ringing verse as Scott's, 
ard Campbell's in his patriotic pieces. 


he pleasure and enchantment of style 


first appealed to me at about the age of 
fifteen, when one read for the first time: 


So all day long tho noiso of battlo rolled 
Among the mountains by the northern Bea; 
Until King Arthur's Table, man by man, 
Had fallen in Lyonesse about their Lord. 


Next I tried Tennyson, and instantly a 
new light of poetry dawned, a now mu^c 
was aadible, a new god came into my 
medley of a Pantheon, a god never to be 
dethroned. 
"Men scarcely know how 


beautiful fire is," Shelley says. I am 
convinced that we scarcely know how 
great a poet Lord Tennyson is; use has 
made him too familiar.—Andrew Lang 
in Scribner's.

If the besetting sin of the Singhalese

Through my mother I am 
further entitled to one-fourth of one- 
third of one-eighth. By purchase from 
one set of co-heirs I am entitled to one 
ninety-ninth; trom another set also one 
ninety-ninth, and from 
a third one 


ninety-ninth more. 
Finally, from a 


fourth set of co-heirs I have purchased 
one one hundred and forty-fourth of the 
whole."

Some time time ago the Chinese com- 


mitted outrages on 
missionaries 
and 


other foreign residents in that Empire. 
The Representatives of foreign govern- 
ments at Pekin demanded that the lead- 
ers in the outrages be punished. 
This 


demand was not complied with, ancHt 
was agreed between »the foreign minis- 
ters in China that the war vessels of the 
several nations then in Chinese waters 
..should combine and compel compliance 
with the request of the Ministers. 
The 


Chinese Government asked for time to 
consider the matter, and it was granted. 
As the Government at Pekiu fears a re- 
bellion if the leaders in the outrages are 
punished, it has postponed action in the 
matter upon one pretext or another. 
Now a dispatch from London says the 
British Minister to China has been di- 
rected to givo the Chinese Government 
until the end of the present month to re- 
ply to the ultimatum demanding the 
adoption of measures to punish the per- 
petrators of the recent outrages. 
If sat- 


isfaction is not given in the time speci- 
fied, tho combined foreign fleet will seize 
Shanghai and treaty ports on the Yang- 
tse-Kiang and the Powers will take con- 
trol of the customs of each port until the 
matter in dispute is arranged. 


As tho Chinese are powerless against 


tho combined fleet of the "United States, 
Great Britain, France and Germany, the 
•war will be a one-sided affair, but it will 
be the means of teaching the Chinese 
Government that the massacre of white 
people in China will not be tolerated.

REGULATING POSTAL SAI.AUIKS. 


The National Association of Posteffioe 


Clerks have drafted a bill to remedy the 
evil now existing in the PostofBoe Depart- 
ment regarding the promotion and pay of 
those entering the service under the civil 
service rules. 
Tuo proposed changes are 


to take effect July 1st, 1892. The bill 
authorizes the Postmaster General to olas 
•ify aud fix the salaries of clerks and em- 
ployes. In first-class postoffioes tbe assis- 
tant postmaster shall receive fifty per cent. 
of the salary of the postmaster, except at 
New York; the Superintendent of Mail and 
Superintendents of Delivery, forty-five per 
cent.; the Superintendents of Registry and 
Superintendents of Money Order Division, 
forty per cent, 
The salaries of other em- 


ployes in the second and third class post- 
offices are given at length in the bill. 


This bill will bt> presented at the next 


session of Congress and its passage urged 
by tbe National Aasociation of Poatofflce 
Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, November 9,—The Su- 


preme Court chamber was crowded this 
morning. Distinguished members of the 
bar were present to hear the argument in 
the Sayward Behring Sea sealers case. 
Ex-Secretary Bayard and ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland, of President Cleveland's 
Cabinet, ex-Senator Edmunds, Senator 
Mitchell, 
of 
Oregon, 
Repiesentative 


Springer, of Illinois, and others were pres- 
ent, bosidBS Attorney-General Miller, So- 
licitor-General Taft, Joseph H. Choate, of 
New York, and others who will tako part 
in the argument. 


When Conit assembled Justice Bradley 


was not present, but ho arrived and took 
his place on the bench just before tbe Say- 
ward case was called, so a full court was 
present when the hearing began. This 
celebrated case arises out o£ the seijsuie of 
the Canadian sealer W. P. Ssayward in tbe 
Behring Sea for violation of the Act of 
Congress making it a penalty to catch 
seals witbta tbe waters of Behring Sea. 
The vessel was libeled under the admiralty 
laws of the United States, and after trial 
in the United States District Court of 
Alaska declares forfeiture of the vessel. 
The case was then brought to this court on 
a motion for writ of prohibition to stop 
the Alaska oourt from taking measures to 
enforce the decree, the ground for motion 
being the contention that tho Conrt had no 
jurisdiction to try the offense for tbe rea- 
son that it was committed more than 
three miles from shore, and therefore un- 
der the law of nations without jurisdiction 
in the United States. By this method it 
is sought to secure an opinion from the 
Court as to the right of the United States 
to the exclusive control of the seal fisheries 
in the Behring Sea. 


Calderon Carlisle opened the case for 


the owners of the Sayward, by stating that 
the decision of the Court would merely 
settle whether the seizure was legal under 
the existing laws, and not proved any 
future agreement 
between 
the United 


States and other powers on the subject 
He 
combatted 
the 
Attorney-General's 


claim that the Court most decide on too 
facts submitted by the Alaskan Court, and 
held it might go behind these and investi- 
gate the entire question. The plea that 
this was a politioal question, one of na- 
tional sovereignty which binds the Conrt 
whether tbe claim be right or wrong was 
one that would give the President powers 
that, in tbe language of Justice Stary, 
would lead to universal mischief. Solicitor 
General 
Taft opened the case for the 


United States. He held that the question 
'the petitioner raised was not presented to 
the Court on records, and if it was pre- 
sented it had been already decided by tbe 
politioal branch of the government, and 
the Court could not reverse that decision. 


He did not deny the jurisdiction of the 


Alaskan and Supreme Courts, and Ihe 
venue of the offense were ordinarily judi- 
cial questions for this court, but he held 
that these depended on National jurisdic- 
tion in the Behring sea, and that it is solely 
a political question for Congress and tbe 
President, not for the court. 


The Governor of Oregon Issues n Thanks-

"E pluribas u nn in" ensigned above and 
about the head with thirteen stats envir- 
oned by clouds. This will be the design of 
the halves and quartara, The^dime on tbe 
obverve, in place of stars will have "United 
States of America." 
"In God we trust" 


will be omitted from the dim". The re- 
verso of the dime will be the same aa at 
present in use. Tbe reverse of; the halves 
and tbe quarters ia a return to the design 
of ulmoBt tbe first coinage of tbe country.

Cost <>f niterlng Air. 


The air of the house of commons was 


filtered last winter at a cost of sixty 
pounds for cotton wool, besides the two 
or three hundred pounds originally spent 
on the steam that worked the fans that 
drove the.air in. The layers of cotton 
wool used^were six feet thick, and had 
to be changed three times, the outer lay- 
ers in a very short time becoming black 
and full of an oily and sooty substance, 
with the smell of a very bad fog, though 
the heaviest particles had been removed 
by passing the air through water. 


On one occasion the filter had to be re- 


newed after only forty-eight hours' uso, 
a dense fog having lasted tho whole of 
that time. This information was given 
to a parliamentary committee by Mr. 
William Prim, consulting engineer to 
her majesty's office of works.—London 
Tit-Bits.
